We are glad to hear that what is des- 
oribed as.‘ Price’s Niche’ and‘ Price’s 
Monument’ has: of late been much less 
objectionable to the passers-by thaw it 
used to be, That the ‘Niche’ used to 
be a. foarful.nuisance is well known to 
‘most people ih the colony,‘and any miti- 
gation of tho nuisance deserves to bo 
recognised, if it does not: also. call for 
tha gratitude ot the community, Wa 
do not know whether . it: was. mere 
caprice or contempt for public. feeling 
which prompted Mr Price in solacting 
so inappropriate a site for this perti- 
cular monument, but it is 9 moat sur- 
prising thing: that-his schema was ever 
allowed to be carried out. In a public 
thoroughfare such 5 stricture could not 
possibly barozarded with anything more 
than toleration, but in a narrow pathway 
leading to the principal placa of public 
worship ia- the colony it is simply 
repulsive. and. disgraceful, An outcry 
for its abolition has been raised many 
a time, butin vain. ‘The Public Works 
Department seems utterly unequal to 
undertake the - task of removing it to. a 
place where: it’ would ‘be less’ likely 
to offend the visual and olfactory 
ors of the community. “We. have 
nevek been able to see why there should 
be any difficulty in regard to this, Nor 
can we ‘conceive any reason why that 
exceedingly unsuitable site should 
have been chosen for the structure, 
However, it hes been placed there and 
seems destined to-remain there, because 
it is held in its position by. Red Tape. 
Wo do not know whether in Officialdom ' 
the peeeipl that the King can do n0 
wrong is held to extend to the beads of 
Government departments in this colony, 
but the hiatory of ‘ Price’s Abomination, 
certainly points to, that . conclusion. 
The ‘ Niche’ ie undonbtedly an eyesore 
and dn outrage on common dacency. 
Its presence has been vehemently pro- 
tested against aver since it began its 
odious existence; but, apparently for no 
other reason than that it was placed 
there by the fiat of the Hon. J. M. 
Price, Surveyor General, aid with the 
sanction of the Governor it is as irremov- 
able asthe Rock of Gibraltar. Nodoubt 
it will be regarded as the very height of 
ignorant presumption on our pert 
to suggest the. possibility of removin 
the ‘Monument,’ . with very. little 
trouble, to a place where it would be 
equally convenient ond very much less 
of a public nuisance. We may be 
entirely: and hopelessly wrong, but’ we 
can see no insuperable difficulty in the 
way of excavating the bank behind the 

onument’ and removing the structure 
backwards from the adeny and, at 
least, placing ‘it in such @ way that it 
should not obtrude itself on the public 
gaze. Right or wrong, this suggestion « 
will be received with official Sesion, 
and. the ‘Monument’ will still ree 
main asa conspicuous and an in table 
proof of the genius of Mr J 
M. Price and of the existence of 
that divinity which protects the do- 
ings of Offcialdom from public criticism 
in this coloay.
